The suggestion of an addendum 
to the playing rales to be called*'a 
iimple way for laying off a ballfiekl" 
is regarded with particular favor. The 
"simple way" in its entirety reads aa 
follows: 


Lay a tapeline from center of back 


•top ont into the field 31? feet 3J& inches 
to second base. At 00 fvet from back 
stop place home plate, with the lape- 
line dividing it diagonally. 
Between 


150 feet 6 inches and loOfeet 10 inches 
from the back atop place tho pitcher's 
plate, with the rapchiie dividing it at 
thacouter; 153 feot 7% inches from 
backstop drive a stake. At right angles 
to the tapeline and G3 feot 73^ inches 
from the stake and 90 feot from both 
borne plate and second baee place first 
base on one side and third bnwi oo the 
other. This done, remove the stake. Lay 
lines ecnnectlng the bases thus laid, 
forming Che diamond, extending the 
lines from homo baae and first base and 
home base and third base in each direc- 
tion to tha fence, ttms forming the foiil 
lines and the catcher's position. Parallel 
vrith these lines and 50 feet away lay 
the player's lines, extending from inter- 
section with lines already laid 76 feet, 
From thin point lay liues at right angle 
to lines just described, extending to the 
base liueb.
